Education Degree in 1991, Redeemer has been producing 

excellent teachers that are hired quickly upon graduation; 
more than 80% a year find immediate placement--more than 90% 
some years. Redeemer College's Bachelor of Christian Educa- 
tion degree qualifies graduates to receive the Christian School 
Teacher's Certificate (CSTC) offered by the Ontario Alliance of 
Christian Schools (OACS) and its sister organization, the On- 
tario Christian School Teacher’s Association (OCSTA), a docu- 
ment which at once recognizes the value of a teacher's training 
and facilitates entry into OACS schools. Because of the CSTC, 
most of Redeemer’s graduates have been seeking, and finding 
employment in Ontario Alliance schools. The Alliance--a mem- 
ber organization of Christian Schools International (CSI)—is a 
group of schools which are interdenominational but are based on 
Reformed thought and attended primarily by students of a 
Reformed background. 

A number of graduates, however, especially those from evan- 
gelical churches, have found work in ACSI (Association for 
Christian Schools International) schools in Ontario—the ACSI 
being a group of independent Christian schools more broadly 
evangelical in their denominational make-up than CSI schools. 
But until now, the ACSI has not formally recognized Redeemer’s 
degree as qualification for the ACSI equivalent to the CSTC. So, 
although students with training at Redeemer College have proved 


My ince Redeemer College began offering the Bachelor of 
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valuable to individual ACSI schools, the ACSI as a whole has not 
recognized our degree. 

Professor John Stronks of the Education Department initi- 
ated contact with the ACSI in order to change this. After 
discussion, correspondence and the ACSI's analysis of the de- 
tails of Redeemer’s program, Professor Stronks received a letter 
from Ollie E. Gibbs, Vice-President for Academic Affairs at the 
ACSI headquarters in Colorado. In his letter, Mr. Gibbs stated 
that, based on Redeemer’s agreement to include readings in 
their curriculum which acquaint students with the ACSI phi- 
losophy of Christian schooling, the “ACSI will accept all course 
work and degrees from Redeemer College towards ACSI certi- 
fication.” Education graduates need only complete an applica- 
tion and an affirmation of faith in order to receive a Standard 
level (5 year) certificate from the ACSI. 

So now it will be as easy for a Redeemer graduate to find 
workin an ACSI school as it always has been in an OACS school. 
Dorothy Sanderson, an education student at Redeemer College 
is very happy about this. She feels that it will allow her to teach 
in a broader range of schools: "Christian schools are important 
and being permitted to teach in both the OACS and ACSI shows 
that we value Christian education, no matter what the denomi- 
nation.” Her fiancé Steve Bock, a fellow education student, 
agrees. He says: “I am not from a Reformed background, but | 
want to teach ina Christian school. This provides me with more 
opportunities and opens more doors.” =*

(1837-1920), Dooyeweerd based his own work on the conviction 
that all theoretical thought has religious underpinnings, even 
that claiming explicitly to be nonreligious. In his three-volume 
magnum opus,.A New Critique of Theoretical Thought(Presby- 
terian and Reformed, 1953-1958), Dooyeweerd engages in dia- 
logue with the major trends in western thought, subjecting them 
to what he calls a 
“transcendental cri- 
tique,” or a searching 
analysis of their reli- 
gious bases. 
Dooyeweerd la- 
bels his own alterna- 
tive a “Christian phi- 
losophy” in that it 
openly strives to be 
fully biblical and to 
conform consistently 
to the basic biblical 
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Foundation. The keynote speaker was Dr. H. Evan Runner, 
Professor Emeritus of Philosophy at Calvin College in Grand 
Rapids, Michigan. Runner is best known as the mentor and 
leading light of the college's Groen Club, named for Kuyper’s 
predecessor, Guillaume Groen van Prinsterer (1801-1876). It 
was in the Groen Club, during the 1950s and “60s, that Runner 
sparked an interest in his students in Dooyeweerd's philosophy 
and, more gener- 
ally, persuaded 
them that the whole 
of lifeis religiously- 
directed.

ciplines, including the humanities, the social sciences and the 
natural sciences. These in turn are meant to deepen our reflec- 
tion on life as a whole and thereby equip us to live obediently as 
citizens of God's kingdom. 

Redeemer College was chosen as the location for the Centre 
because its educational vision is nourished by the same Re- 
formed tradition that produced Dooyeweerd’s philosophy. 
According to Kuyper’s famous dictum, there is not a single 
square inch of creation of which Jesus Christ does not say 
“mine.” The singular achievement of Dooyeweerd is that he 
fleshed out this fundamental insight of Kuyper in a systematic 
fashion. Thus, shortly before his death, Dooyeweerd observed: 
“Religiously I stand in the Reformation stream which really 
starts from the basic biblical idea that all of life is under the 
sovereignty of God—and as far as the Christian faith is con- 
cerned, that the whole of human life in this world is under the 
rule of Christ.” 

The official opening of the Centre featured a number of 
persons associated academically or personally with 
Dooyeweerd, including the philosopher's son, Herman, Jr., a 
resident of Toronto and President of The Herman Dooyeweerd 


versity of the Orange Free State in Bloemfontein, South Africa. 
Strauss is perhaps the foremost living authority on 
Dooyeweerd's philosophy. He is enthusiastic about the pros- 
pect of increasing its profile on this continent and sparking 
broader interest in a theoretical approach that brings all of life 
explicitly into the service of God. As Paul the apostle puts it, we 
are to “be transformed by the renewing of [our] minds” (Ro- 
mans 12:2), and Dooyeweerd’s philosophy provides a signifi- 
cant way of putting this into practice. =>
